THE CABINET COUNCIL.—THE CORN LAWS. 


Lory John Russell's letter to the electors of the City of London 
came just in time to entitle his lordship to share with Sir Robert 
Peel the grace, as well as the merit, of the greatest concession 
which ancient and deeply-rooted prejudice, and the interest of a 
powerful class, have ever made to an enlightened and popular de- 
mand. The noble lord's share of this merit is increased in its va- 
lue, when it is considered that his adhesion to the entire repeal of 
the Corn Laws was given, as we sincerely believe it was, as an 
aid to a political rival in a struggle with his colleagues. And Sir 
Robert Peel is entitled to the greatest credit for having persevered 
with a policy which he believed the best interests of the country 
demanded, independent of all other considerations but the great 
duty which, in his high and responsible position, he owes to the 
country in its present emergencies. 

It has been known for some time that Sir Robert Peel had ar- 
rived at the conviction that the period had come when the Corn 
‘Law question must be settled, and that permanently. The in- 
creasing intelligence of the country upon the subject rendered it 
plain that, under no circumstances, could it be long delayed, while 
the difficulties by which we are now surrounded showed that any 
delay would hazard the recurrence of events, from the responsibi- 
lity of which any minister might well recoil. It has been in vain 
urged that the result of the wheat crop is better than any one ex- 
pected : it may be so, and in many places is so; but if that crop 
were even considerably above an average, instead of being, in the 
most favourable view, somewhat below an average, it would not 
so far compensate for the defective potato crop to prevent great 
scarcity and a very high price in the ensuing season. But when 
to deficient food the minister saw as certain, diminished employ- 
ment—when he contemplated the inevitable consequences which 
that unhappy combination was likely to produce on the manufac- 
turing districts—when he saw parties of all political and social 
distinctions unanimous in their views as to the fatal effect of 
longer continuing these laws—when he saw Conservatives and 
Whigs, masters and workmen, in the manufacturing districts, all 
united in opinion as to the cause of the evil which was impending 
over them, it became impossible that he could retain the respon- 
sibility of office without at once applying whatever remedy lay 
within his reach. Sir Robert Peel was not insensible to the de- 
monstrations which have been made in all the chief and most po- 
pulous manufacturing towns, and the way in which those meet- 
ings were constituted, to the entire merging of all other questions 
and distinctions of opinion, in order to secure unanimity on this 
one; and to the evidence which the memorials presented to him 
have exhibited of the confirmed and enlightened convictions of the 
manufacturing and commercial classes on the questions under dis- 
cussion. 
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Sir Robert Peel met the Cabinet Council on Tuesday, we are 
credibly informed, determined either to resign the responsibility 
of his office, or to secure the support of his colleagues in carry- 
ing out such measures as he might deem necessary, under existing 
circumstances, with regard to the Corn Laws. The Duke of 
Wellington, it is understood, was still opposed to any concession. 
But without his assent it was obvious that any other support 
which the Minister might have, would not avail him to carry a 
measure which, und :r the most favourable circumstances, will be 
difficult to conduct through the House of Lords. The withdrawal 
of the Duke of Wellin:ton from the Cabinet on such grounds 
would convert a difficu'ty into an impossibility, It is easy, then, 
to see that the only conditions on which Sir Robert Peel could 
continue in office were, that the Cabinet should assent to his po- 
licy, and that the noble Duke should continue to retain his pre- 
sent position, and support that policy in the House of Lords. 
After a discussion of three hours, it is said that the Duke at 
length withdrew bis objections, that it was agreed the Parliament 
should meet about the middle of January (the 16th has been 
named), that the subject of the Corn Laws should be immediately 
introduced, and that the head of the Government should be sup- 
ported in any measure which he deemed it necessary to introduce 
for the repeal or the modification of the present laws. It is, how- 
ever, understood, that some comparatively unimportant changes 
will immediately take place in the Cabinet in consequence. It is 
said that Lord Stanley, Lord Ripon, and Lord Wharncliffe will 
retire; but rather from personal considerations than from any 
hostility to the Government and its new policy. We _ believe 
that this is substantially what occurred, and the position in 
which the question now stands; the corfcession on the part of 
the Duke of Wellington now can only be deemed a fair return 
for that made by Sir Robert Peel to the noble Duke, in con- 
senting to continue in office to carry the Catholic Bill, when his 
retirement must have broken up the noble Duke’s Ministry on 
that occasion. 

The first and most important inquiry now is—what will Sir 
Robert Peel do? The term which we have used— “repeal 
or modification” —might indicate some uncertainty on this point. 
We have, however, a firm conviction that the proposal made by 
the Government will involve a final and satisfactory settlement of 
the question. It is impossible to conceive, under present cireum- 
stances, that a minister in Sir Robert Peel’s place could contem- 
plate anything short of it. Under the most favourable cireum- 
stances the Minister will require, in the present House of Com- 
mons, and even more so in the House of Lords, the aid of the 
whole liberal party. A modified proposal would subject him to 
as much odium and opposition as one of a more sweeping descri 
tion, without securing the support of the liberal party in the 
House and the public out of Soden. Sir Robert Peel wculd not 
hazard any course which would place him between the opposition 
of the ultra-protectionists on the one hand and the united liberal 
party on the other. Having resolved to attempt a settlement of 
the question, there is but one way in which it could be either use- 
fully or successfully accomplished. No man knows better how to 
measure the amount of strength required for a political effort than 
Sir Robert Peel, and there never was a minister who more cau- 
tiously avoided any hazard of a failure in what he proposed ; and, 
therefore, we have every confidence that, in the next session of 
Parliament, a proposal will be made for the settlement of this 
question by Sir Robert Peel. 

But there is one very important consideration deserving the im- 
mediate attention of the Government. Under the most favourable 
circumstances,—with Sir Robert Peel and Lord John Russell per- 
fectly united on the subject in the House of Commons, and with 
the aid of the Duke of Wellington in the House of Lords, there is 
no doubt that there will not only be a very bitter opposition to 
the Government, but that every means which the forms of Parlia- 
ment will afford will be used by some honest, but wrong-headed 
and mistaken parties, to avert or delay this measure. When to 
these considerations we add the probability that the Government 
measure will involve the consideration and modification of other 
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laws, which are supposed indiréetly to affect the agriculturist, it 


would appear ce that ‘such a bill nvust y a very long 
time, and keep the trade in corn, and more yin rence 
to the more rkets, in a state of the greatest uncertainty. 


This is a difficulty which the pressing emergencies of the country 
as the spring advances will render of grave importance, aud cer- 
tainly no means should be left unapplied which will tend to give 
the earliest assurance to the distant holders of grain that this 
market is open to them. ; 

That Sir {Robert Peel will undertake the settlement of this 

ve question we conceive to be a subject of peculiar congratu- 
fation to the country. To others it might more properly belong, 
but in the hands of no other partydo we believe a satisfactory 
settlement would be possible, except at the expence of a struggle 
so severe and enduring, as to be accompanied with serious incon- 
veniences; and certainly not so soon as to be available for the 
peculiar difficulties of the present year. 

Not the least important consideration connected with the new 
views which are opened up to us by the Cabinet having become 
united on this question, is the influence which this fact must ex- 
ercise upon our present somewhat difficult relation with the 
United States. We can hardly doubt, re 3 as we do how 
much importance the American Government has openly and 
avowedly attached to such a policy on our part in their recent 
negotiations with Mr Pakenham, that despatches were trans- 
mitted to that minister by the steamer which sailed on Thurs- 
day, containing advices of the Cabinet views. This Sir Robert 
Peel may emphatically call a message of peace to America. It is 
one which, more than any other, will remove all the difficulties of 
the American Government, both with regard to the settlement 
of the Oregon question, and in overcoming the opposition which 
they must encounter against a large reduction in the tariff. 

The change which these combined causes have effected in 
our view of the prospects of the commercial classes immediately, 
and of all classes ultimately during the next year, is a subject 
too large to enter upon at present ; but we have so frequently 
of late expressed our views of the consequences contingent on 
the different courses which were open to the Government to 
pursue in the present emergency, that our readers will easily 
understand how much our recently expressed fears and alarm have 
been modified by this unexpected change in our prospects. We 
will again return to the subject on an early occasion. In the 
meantime, it cannot fail to inspire confidence, and to arrest the 
rapid downward tendency which every interest has assumed. 

It is, however, necessary that all should feel that, with the 
Cabinet ever so combined and determined to carry out a mea- 
sure which shall be acceptable to the country, the most united 
and continued efforts on the part of the country will be as 
necessary as we believe it will be cheerfully given, to ensure a 
successful and speedy issue to the Ministerial policy, should it 
prove such as we have reason to expect.

After the above leader was in type, the Standard of this evenin& 
has s peheed the above contradiction to the announcement contained 
in the Zimes of yesterday. The articles in the Times are no doubt 
based on truth, but the facts are highly coloured and exaggerated. 
Our article above has been written, we believe, on nearly the same 
information as that possessed by the Times, but it will be observed 
that every one of the statements'in the Standard may be tly true, 
without conflicting with a single statement in our article. Substan- 
tially we believe the truth to be, that, prior to Tuesday, Sir Robert 
Peel and Lord Aberdeen, supported by some other members of the 
cabinet, had for some time urged the necessity of a settlement of the 
Corn Law question, and that the Duke of Wellington was stedfastly 
opposed to them, with whose opposition it was practically impossible 
to make any advance, The t change, therefore, which occurred 


_ on Tuesday, was the assent of the Duke to such a measure as circum- 


stances, during the next few weeks, may show to be needful for the 
Government to undertake the settlement of this question. Generally, 
now the Duke and Sir Robert are agreed that something must be 
done; what that will be we have only inferred from the nature of the 
circumstances. While, therefore, we believe that the Zimes will

Tuere is one alarming point in the prospects of our country, 


earnest and instant attention—W hat will be our condition twelve 
months hence, if the ports are not opened forthwith, aud the Corn 
Laws at once repealed ? 

Our present scarcity, though serious and disquieting, has yet 
many circumstances of relief and mitigation. It has come upon 
us at a time when we are at peace with all the world, when capi- 
tal is abundant—when mercantile enterprise is yet active— 
when the people are more geuerally employed, and at better 
wages, than for years previous—when a year of libera! profits has 
infused life and spirit into all branches of trade—when imports of 
all consumable articles have been unusually large—and, more 
than all, when the stock of old wheat in the country is probably 
larger than at any previous period. Itis owing to the concur- 
rence of these circumstances, and especially to the last, that the 
deficiency of our wheat harvest, and the failure of our potato crop, 
have not already spread severe suffering throughout the land. 

But what will be our position next autumn? on the supposition 
(perhaps an unwarrantable one) that the present monetary crisis 
comer away without any permanently mischievous results. First, 

What will be the certain elements of that position? Secondly, 
What will be its contingent elements ? 

I. The vast abstraction of money for the construction"of rail- 
ways will have raiscd the rate of interest, greatly diminished, if 
not wholly absorbed, the capital which has been secking invest- 
ment for the last few years, and, consequently, cramped and con- 
fined all mercantile and manufacturing speculations. Further, 
the high price of food, both here and on the continent, will, as it 
always has done, materially diminish the demand for manufac- 
tured goods, both for export and for home consumption—the acti- 
vity of our industrial establishment will receive a severe check— 
production, that is employment, will be restricted, and the amount 
of wages distributed among the people will be greatly reduced, at 
the very moment when the articles of their consumption are greatly 
enhanced in price. Lastly, itis beyond question, that by next 
September, so far from having, as in last September, a large stock 
of old wheat in our granaries, every species of old grain and provi- 
sions will have been used up. So much of our prospect is certain. 
Now, let us see what contingent elements of horror may, very pro- 
bably, be superadded. 

II. We may have a war with America—we may find ourselves 
short of sound potatoes for seed, or we may find the singular dis- 
ease of this year still uneradicated—we may have another cold 
wet summer, and another defective wheat harvest. The first mis- 
chief every one sees to be threatening, but every body hopes that 
both nations will be sensible enough to avert it. The Americans 
think the English are too busy and too poor to fight, and the 
English think the Americans will cease to buily when they see 
that bullying will not prevail. The Americans will find their sup- 
position to be quite an erroneous one; and the hope of avoiding 
a war now rests mainly on the question, whether a vain and tur- 
bulent democracy will recover their sense in time. 

The second evil we have to fear—the continuation of the potato 
disease—is one with regard to the probability of which no man 
can form an opinion. If it be a real specific disease—not a mere 
rottenness of the root, consequent on the cold wet season we have 
past—it is, to say the least, very improbable it should wholly dis- 
appear, and very possible that it may continue with greater or less 
intensity. 

haben deficient grain harvest is, at all events, not unlikely. May 
God avert it! But bad seasons, like other misfortunes, seldom 
come singly; and we have now had several years of bountiful 
harvests, and, judging from the analogy of the past, can scarcely 
expect a continuance of them. . 

Next September, then, writ find us with an augmented popu- 
lation; diminished command of money and cramped mercantile 
transactions ; lessened ee and reduced earnings, among 
a people exhausted by difficulties and privations, if not by actual 
scarcity, and with little stock of provisions. Next Septem- 
ber, too, may find us involved in a war with the only country from 
which we can obtain an adequate supply of grain, and with the 
potato disease still ravaging our fields and stores. If, as is far 
from unlikely, next September should also bring us the certainty 
of a deficient grain harvest, who can bear to contemplate, or who 
will be able to grapple, with our then condition? It will be famine 
in its most unmitigated form, with no past, as now, to fall back 
upon, and with the future all darkness. That such a com- 


which has not yet been touched upon, though well deserving our } 
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These-evils may be averted now—they cannot be averted then. 
The mere posi of them would justify the strongest measures 
of precaution ; and the folly of ministers who, with such a possi- 
bility before them, make no provision to avert it, is the folly (and 
the guilt) of men who know that a wet day will be ruin, but are 
satisfied to abide in the wa that a wet day will not happen. 

A repeal of the Corn Laws now would probably ensure us 
such a moderate supply of foreign food as would enable us to 
struggle through the coming year, with only a bearable degree of 

rivation, but would secure us from scarcity in the event of a de- 
ective harvest next year, by the increased production it would be 
certain to stimulate in other countries, and would, in all likeli- 
hood, be the casting vote which would determine America rather 
to feed us than to fight with us. 





ADVANTAGE OF THE CORN LAWS TO THE 
ARISTOCRACY. 


Lorp John Russell, when he wrote that “the struggle to make 
“ bread scarce and dear is deeply injurious to an aristocracy, which, 
“ this quarrel once removed, is strong in property,” &c., expressed 
a great and important truth. Never, perhaps, dia a body of men 
deliberately injure themselves so deeply for so trifling an object 
as the landowners of England, by struggling to make bread scarce 
and dear. The only advantage which can possibly accrue to them 
is the increase of rent which is supposed to arise from the addi- 
tional price. Ifit should turn out, aaron that, in the long run, 
the Corn Law does not increase rent, the aristocracy will have 
caused those “jealous feelings, and retaliatory tariffs on the part 
“ of foreign countries, engendering national animosities "—those 
feelings of ao mee and hostility between numerous and power- 
fal classes in the community—“ those angry discussions, recrimi- 
“nation, and exasperation, between the consumers and the pro- 
“ ducers of food,” and all those other great national evils which 
are so well described in the declaration of the London merchants, 
elsewhere more particularly noticed ; and they will have much 
deteriorated their own social position, by hotly and blindly follow- 
ing the dictates of avarice ond fear. To this subject we are about 
briefly to address ourselves, and, to place it on the proper basis, 
we must remind the aristocracy that they ought not to judge of 
the effects of their favourite law by one season like the present, 
when, for the time, it does raise prices and put money into the 

ockets of those who are now the possessors of food. The law is 
intended to endure formany years; it has been for a considerable 
period in existence, and they, therefore, must test its effects by 
general principles, and by what happens in the long run. 

To refer, then, to general principles, it is quite certain, for exam- 
ple, that population will always inerease to the full amount of the 
means of subsistence. Our people, therefore, will be sure so to 
increase as to consume all the food which they can procure, both 
the produce of England and the produce of all the rest of the 
world, But rent is described by Mr. Ricardo, and his doetrine is 
generally accepted, as arising exclusively from the increase of po- 
pulation. “ It is only,” he says, “because in the progress of popu- 
* Jation, land of an inferior quality, or less advantageously situated, 
“ is called into cultivation, that rent is ever paid for the use of it.” 
“ With every step in the progress of population,” he adds, “ which 
“ shall oblige a country to have recourse to land of a worse qua- 
“ lity, to enable it to raise its supply of food, rent on all the more 
“ fertile land will rise.” Quite in accordance with this doctrine, 
Adam Smith says, “ that every improvement in the circumstances 
“ of society tends either directly or indirectly to raise the real 
“rent of land.” “ All improvements,” he also justly says, “ in 
“ the productive powers of labour, which tend directly to reduce 
“ the real price of manufactures, tend indirectly to raise the real 
“rent of land.” Experience amply confirms these doctrines. 
With the increase of population, and the accompanying improve- 
ment in the productive powers of manufacturing labour, the rent 
of land in every part of England, Ireland, and Scotland, has rapidly 
increased. Itis well known that improvements in the productive 

ower of manufacturing labour depend on the extent of the mar- 

et. The inimitable machinery of our manufacturers could neither 
be invented nor used for the supply ofa few persons. It has been 
justly said, therefore, that the increase of population in the United 
States was necessary to bring the cotton manufactures of England 
to perfection. But it is quite certain that the Corn Law both 
lessens the supply of food, which the industry of our people could 
procure, and Seahe keeps down population, and narrows the 
market for our manufactures, and thereby impedes the increase of 
the productive power of manufacturing labour. Thus it is quite 
certain, on the unimpugned doctrines of these great teachers, 
amply confirmed by experience, that the Corn Law, checking the 
progress of population, and improvements in manufacturing labour, 
instead of increasing, decreases the rent of 

The only possible doubt on the subject arises from the sup- 
position, that by confining the penple as much as possible te.con- 
suming the produce of our own soil, more land than otherwise, of 
an inferior description, will here be forced into and kept in culti- 
vation. The supposition is an error. Under all circumstances, 
the people will hy increase up to consuming all the food which

supply of food, and so checking the progress of ead It 
always operates in the same manner. At the same time it pre- 
vents the increase of commercial and mercantile industry, whi 
supplies the means of paying for the cultivation of the soil. It 
limits the trade which our manufacturers apd merchants 
would have with Poland and the United States, and other 
countries, in exchanging manufactures for raw produce—it conti- 
nually checks, therefore, the ever-growing demand for land on 
which to build factories and workshops and erect dwellings, and 
for the produce of land in their immediate neighbourhood, through- 
out — Britain and Ireland, such as milk, meat, and vegetables, 
which are as necessary as grain and pulse, and cannot be brought 
from a distance. It substitutes the poor rent of corn fields for that 
of garden ground, and the uleenaile payment for allotments to 
labourers for the rich rewards of so many guineas per square foot, 
which a crowded town population gives to the owners of the soil. 
Thus, by checking the progress of population, and checking the 
increase of mercantile and commercial industry, the Corn Law 
lessens the ever urgent necessity, as population increases, for ex- 
tending cultivation at home. The supposition that the law, by 
limiting the people to the home supply, which limits their num- 
bers, increases the rent of land, is ae unfounded, 

From the language of Lord John Russell, therefore, the aris- 
tocracy have been, and still are, by struggling to make bread 
scarce and dear, deeply injuring themselves in the general esti- 
mation; while they are not increasing, but diminishing, rent. 
The aristocracy are struggling against the demands—the prayers of 
themanufacturing classes; they are struggling against the supplica- 
tions of the people for food ; they are struggling against common 
sense, and against the irresistible progress of society; they are 
struggling against the rights, and that means that they are strug- 
gling to inflict wrongs on the people. ‘With the League leader, 
“ too,” says the Morning Chronicle, “we take it for granted that the 
“noble lord (Lord John Russell) brings to our ranks a large and 
“most influential portion of the English aristocracy—that the 
“ Cavendishes, the Sutherlands, the Fortescues, will hereafter be 
“ where they ever ought to be, leading the people of the country 
“in the struggle - their rights.” The other portion of the aris- 
tocracy, then—the Buckinghams, the Stanleys, and the Rich- 
monds, on whom, for the moment, the Government is dependent 
—are struggling to withhold the rights of the people. Is it de- 
sirable, can it be advantageous, is it even consistent with the 
professions and character of the aristocracy and the Government, 
to be struggling against the rights of the people, and becomin 
their oppressors and enemies, instead of their protectors a 
friends, by this one law? 

The character of the Government, as the great protecting 

ower of the community, is totally changed. ‘The whole of its 

neficial attributes are annihilated ; and it every where meets 
the people—meets the labourer, whose wages it reduces in value 
—meets the capitalist, whose profit it lessens—meets the mer- 
chant, whose trade it impedes—meets the manufacturer amidst 
his looms and his forges—meets the artizan in the shop and 
in the mine, as an oppressor, an extortioner, and as an enemy. 
Thus the Corn Law goes to ruin the character, not only of the 
aristocracy, but of the Government, in the general estimation. 
It brings on both contempt and hatred, and because it is a plain 
and palpable wrong to the bulk of the people, it endangers all 
the institutions of the empire. 

We were about on these grounds to add a few sentences, in 
order to show that it is now the duty of the Conservatives to 
join with the Free-traders, and save the aristocracy from their 
own suicidal hands, and the institutions of the empire from the 
blighting influence of their blind avarice, when we bave learned 
with unspeakable satisfaction that the existing divisions in the 
Cabinet have been settled in favour of a great modification 
or repeal of the Corn Laws. We trust and hope, there- 
fore, that our remaining observations may, with advantage, 
be suppressed. The landed aristocracy may flout the demands 
of the manufacturers, and scorn the supplications of the bulk of 
the consumers; we feel convinced that they will offer no serious 
opposition to a measure proposed in the Commons by Sir R. 
Peel, in the Lords by the Duke of Wellington, supported by the 
statesmen of all parties; advocated now by all the great mercan- 
tile and manufacturing communities of the empire ; supplicated 
by the bulk of the people, and consistent with the principles of 
justice and the truths of religion. Moreover, it is for their own 
advantage. It will, perhaps, restore them to their yennes place 
in the general esteem; and we have endeavoured to show that 
it will increase their wealth. In a community like ours, where 
all live and thrive by mutual and reciprocal exchange and assist- 
ance, of which the very principle of union is that we have alla 
common interest to be obtained by following one general rule, 
it is really the height of absurdity for any man to suppose that 
a law so pre-eminently injurious as the Corn Law to the labourer 
and the capitalist can be beneficial to the landowner.

Ever since the Belgian have been opened for the admission, duty free, 
of wheat, rye, barley, ead maize, beans, peas, oats, peari-barley, potato 
flour, vermicelli, maccaroni, potatoes, and rice, supplies of those articles have 
been pomging in from various places, but principally from the ports of England. 
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DECLARATION OF THE UNDERSIGNED 
MERCHANTS AND BANKERS OF THE CITY OF LONDON 
ON THE SUBJECT OF THE CORN LAWS. 


We, the undersigned merchants, bankers, traders, and others, in- 
habitants of London, deem it to be our imperative duty, in the pre- 
sent serious and alarming condition of the country, in reference to 
the supply of the main articles of the food of the people, and the 
laws by which that supply is restricted, to make this deliberate and 
solemn declaration of our opinions, and of the reasons on which they 
are founded. s 

We fully recognise and adopt the views upon the subject of free 
commercial regulations in general, which were embodied in the pe- 
tition of the merchants of London, presented to the House of Com- 
mons by the present Lord Ashburton, in the year 1820, and we are 
satisfied that all further investigation and all subsequent experience 
has amply confirmed the truth of the principles enunciated in that 
most important document. : 

With the petitioners on that occasion we fully and entirely agree, 
that “of the numerous protective and prohibitory dutics of our com- 
mercial code, it may be proved, that while all operate as a heavy tax 
on the community at large, very few are of any ultimate benefit to 
the classes in whose favour they were originally instituted, and none 
to the extent of the loss occasioned by them to other classes.” 

This objection, true of all protecti: e duties, we believe to be par- 
ticularly applicable to the laws which regulate and restrict the sup- 
ply of the food of the people at large. 

We believe that the great practical rule of leaving all commerce 
unfettered, applies more peculiarly, and on still stronger grounds of 
justice, as well as of policy, to the corn trade, than to any other. 

We are fully convinced that the impolicy and injustice of all pro- 
tective laws, and especially of corn laws, have been established by 
an overwhelming mass of general reasoning, and this reasoning has 
been amply confirmed by varied and extensive experience. 

That the baneful and fatal effect of these laws on our international 
relations, has been shown in promoting jealous feelings and retalia- 
tory tariffs on the part of foreign countries, in engendering national 
animosities, and in weakening the bonds of friendly intercourse and 
reciprocal benefit, by which the beneficence of Providence, when 
uninterrupted by the folly or wickedness of man, would bind nations 
together in Christian amity and mutual good service. 

That the general benefit to mankind, in the increased abundance 
of material products, and the growing sense of mutual! assistance and 
benefit which would arise from free international intercourse, has 
been seriously diminished, and in the place thereof has been substi- 
tuted a constant system of injurious and irritating commercial re- 
strictions leading to increas:d danger of warlike collision, and all its 
train of attendant evi!s, social, economical, and moral. 

That we have further seen the unfortunate consequences of these 
laws upon our internal condition, in disturbing the natural distribu- 
tion of capital in the cultivation of the soil, in creating feelings of 
suspicion and hostility between numerous and powerful classes of 
the community, in causing uncertainty and apprehension on the part 
of the cultivators of the svil as to their permanent condition, and a 
consequent want of firmness, confidence, and steadiness in the pur- 
suit of their important vocation, and in the application of further ca- 
pital to the improvement of the land ; in fomenting angry discussions, 
recrimination, and exasperation between the consumers of food and 
the produccrs of it highly detrimental to the effectual prosecution of 
industrious pursuits, and fatal to the present peace and harmony of 
society; in perpetual vacillation on the part of the legislature, and 
endless changes and confusion in the laws, themselves the most con- 
clusive proof of the inefficiency and unsoundness of those laws. 

That these laws have altogether failed to secure either plenty, 
cheapness, regularity of supply, steadiness of price, or independence 
_ of foreign support; that they have not realised any one of the advan- 
tages which the supporters of these laws attributed to them, and for 
the sake of which they were enacted, whilst we have experienced, 
under their operation, all the evils which were predicted as their 
inevitable consequence. 
| That protection, which must always be the fruitful source of ir- 
| regularity, of scarcity, and of dearness, has been found to be pecu- 
liarly productive of these results, when applied to regulate and re- 
strict the supply of the food of the people. 

That further, in addition to the direct effect of these laws upon all 
our national and social interests, they have invariably been found 
to augment the evil which must occasionally arise from monetary 
derangement. 

That in addition to these evils, necessarily incident to a system of 
| corn laws, whatever form they may assume, further evils, of a special 
and peculiar kind, are inseparably counected with the present sliding 
scale of duties. 

That under this system the duty upon the import of foreign corn 
| increascs in proportion as the quality of our home-produced corn has 
| deteriorated ; in other words, that prohibition on foreign sapply gains 
strength in proportion as the efficiency of our home resources is 
weakened. 

_ That a law, of which this is the necessary result, must be at once 
impolitic, unjust, and oppressive, and that the actual realisation at 
the present moment of this result is now producing feelings of serious 
| alarm on the part of the reflecting, and of bitter indignation on the 
_ part of the suffering, classes of the community. 

, _ That supplies of foreign corn, destined for the relief of the people 
| Of this couutry, have been excluded from our ports by the high duty, 
which, under our present sliding scale, is the Hevitable consequence 
, of the defective quality of our own harvest, and thus the unfortunate 
accident of an unfavourable season, sufficiently distressing in itself, 
| is greatly aggravated by the interference of laws which render the 
_ defective quality of our own harvest the cause of increased restric- 
tion upon foreign supply. 

That the present condition of the country, the extensive failure of 
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the last harvest, in quality as much as in quantity, the serious an 
rapidly increasing destruction of the ory subsidiary article of food, 
the potato, the: concomitant dearth which prevails over an’extensive 
portion of Europe, the peculiar and disastrous effect in the present 
exigency of our sliding scale of duties, the fact that cargoes of grain 
which would otherwise have been brought into the ports of this 
country have been excluded by the high duties of that sliding scale 
(that is) by the inferior quality of our harvest, and have passed on 
to the relief of other countries not subjected tosuch impolitic restric- 
tions ; that all these considerations of immediate practical urgency, 
backed by the rapidly spreading conviction that corn laws, whatever 
form they may assume, are as detrimental to the well understood in- 
terest of the agriculturist, as they are fatal to the prosperity of trade 
and the extension of commerce; that they are as impolitic with 
respect to the producer, as they are unjust to the consumer —demand 
the immediate and earnest attention of the government and the 
legislature. 

That, finally, we declare our deliberate conviction that no neces- 
sity can justify the legislature in tampering with the food of the 
people, or impeding the free purchase of that article on which de- 
pends the existence of a large portion of the community; that the 
removal, therefore, of all restrictions upon the import of articles of 
food is essential to the general prosperity, as well as to the social 
peace of this country; that it is a measure dictated by all sound prin- 
ciples, confirmed by a long and fatal experience of the effects of an 
opposite course ; that it is demanded by the want and pressing ne- 
cessities of the labouring classes; that it is sanctioned by the judg- 
ment of the educated part of the community; that the present 
condition of the country renders ita measure of immediate necessity, 
the delay of which must inflict cruel hardships on the labouring 


classes, must seriously interfere with all industrious pursuits, and by 
pertinaciously repudiating the obvious and natural means by which 
the sufferings attendant on a bad harvest might be alleviated, must 
create a universal feeling of dissatisfaction and ill-will, dangerous to 
the peace of society, and to the safety of the empire. 

Iu conclusion, we recommend that a memorial, embodying the 
substance of the foregoing declaration, be drawn up, extensively 
signed by our fellow-citizens, and presented to the First Lord of the 
Treasury without delay.

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THE POTATOE DISEASE—A VERY SERIOUS AFFAIR. 
(To the Editor of the Economist.) 
Armagh, Nov. 29, 1845. 

Sir,—The potato disease here is one wide-spread and universal 
calamity. It is now an established fact that the new species are 
equally susceptible of the epidemic as the old. ‘There is not the 
slightest appearance of any stop to the frightful ravages of this 
mysterious plague. Within this few days I have witnessed potatoes 
which, in various localities, not more than a week since, were “ pit- 
ted,” perfectly sound, limed, &c., now in a state of hopeless and ir- 
retrievable rottenness. If the disease be either a cause or conse- 
quence of a cryptogame called botrytis, we may hope that frost may 
check the circulation of the germs spicelium, and thus arrest a scourge 
that threatens to depopulate the land; but experience furnishes no 
data for judging of the future. The evil is without precedent, and, 
I fear, without hope, and for which science has as yet assigned no 
cause, and prescribed no remedy. Various means have been tried, 
but all equally unsuccessful. Drying the organic elements of the 
potato is all that has as yet been done with success. Let not the 
hopes of an ardent benevolence make us incredulous of the extent of 
this depopulating disease. There will not be food for three-fourths 
of the people ot Ireland before May next. The children’s wailings, 
the mother’s woe, the father’s sorrow, the plagues that follow famine, 
are all near at hand, and while we speculate, the food of eight mil- 
lions of the Irish people is perishing, despite the effects of benevo- 
lence, aided by all the scientific light of the present age.—With 
great respect, faithfully yours, ;

Price or BrREAD.—On Wednesday the bakers of the east end of the metro- 
polis increased the price of their best bread from 84d to 94d per 41b loaf; seconds 
ditto, 7d to8d. On the Surrey side of the river the price of the best is from 9d 
to 10d; seconds, 74d to 84d for the 4lb louf. 

& THE QUADRANT.—A great improvement is being carried out at the Quadrant, 
in Regent street, by the removal of the roof of the colonnade, to substitute one of 
glass, which will be a great boon to the shop-keepers in that locality. 

THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF GENERAL PRACTITIONERS.—The members 
of the committee had the honour of meeting Benjamin Hawes, Esq. M.P. at a 
dinner at the Thatched house tavern, St James’s street on Monday, in acknow 
ledgement of the zealous and valuable services which this gentleman has render- 
ed to the association, as their parliamentary representative with the Government. 
Between fifty and sixty gentlemen were present. After the usual toasts had 
been given, the health of Mr Hawes was proposed, and received with great 
acclamation. The hon. gentleman replied in a long and able speech, giving a 
general view of the medical bills introduced into parliament antecedent to the 
Government measnre. 

METROPOLITAN DRAPERS’ ASSOCIATION.—On Tuesday a public meeting of 
assistants to drapers in the eastern districts of London was held in the Theatre 
of the Eastern Institution, Commercial road, G. F. Young, Esq. in the chair. 
The meeting was addressed by employers, clergymen, and others favourable to 
the lessening of the hours of labour, and to the propriety of affording assistants 
an opportunity of improving themselves mentally and morally. Amongst the 
objects of the Drapers’ Association, the secretary stated that one was the raising 
of 5,000/ as a capital fund. 

THE Poor LAW IN MARYLEBONE AND Sik JAMES GRAHAM.—On Wednesday 
a deputation from the parish of Marylebone, consisting of Mr George Daniell, the 
churchwarden, Lord Montfort, Mr Hume, M.I’., Mr W. Williams, M.P. together 
with Messrs Alfred Daniell, Potter, Joseph, Soden, G. Spencer Smith, Swaine, 
Perry, Mallalicu, Stephens, and Carr, accompanied by Mr Flood, the vestry clerk, 
and Mr Thorne, the secretary to the board of directors and guardians, waited, by 
appointment, on Sir James Graham, for the purpose of remonstrating against 
the unconstitutional power exercised by the poor law commissioners in uniting 
the parish of Masylebone with seven other parishes as an asylum district for the 
destitute. Mr Hume, M.P. opened the proceedings, and at considerable length 
enforced on the notice of the right hon. baronet the claims which the parish of 
St Marylebone had to exemption from being placed in the union with other 
parishes for any purpose. They had from time immemorial managed their own 
poor to the satisfaction of the ratepayers, and still continued to do so. Mr 
Williams, M.P’., Mr Potter, and several other members of the deputation, also 
addressed some remarks upon the subject ; and having listened with the greatest 
patience and attention to the various arguments adduced for upwards of an hour. 
Sir James Graham observed that he was sure the Government had no desire to 
destroy the integrity of the parish of Marylebone, or to interfere with the privi- 
leges of the ratepayers. The matter should, therefore, have his most serious con- 
sideration, and he would communicate the result to the authorities of St Mary- 
lebone. brs 

SrorracE OF NEW OXFORD STREET.—On Tuesday, in consequence of some 
accidents having occurred to the foot-passengers in the new street, between 
Holborn and Oxford-street, by the passage of the numerous vehicles, there being 
no paved footway, her Majesty’s Commissioners of Woods and Forests gave di- 
rections that at each end of the new street a barrier should be immediately set 
up to prevent the thoroughfare of vehicles. They will remain there till the 
houses which are now being built on either side of the street are completed. 
The stone pavement will be laid down. 

EXTENSIVE RoBBERY.—On Tuesday, information was received by the police 
that, between ten and eleven oclock on the night of Saturday last, as Mr 
Richard Avery, of 5 Penton place, Walworth, was crossing the road from the 
Alfred Head to the Elephant and Castle, his coat pocket was picked of 685 rail- 
way and other shares. The robbery was supposed to have been committed by 
two women of mean appearance who walked behind Mr Avery as he erossed. 

Tn& MURDERS ON BOARD THE Tory.—Captain George Johnson was on 
Tuesday again brought up before Mr Broderip, at the Thames Police court. He 
appeared to be very ill, and he has become much thinner since his apprehension. 
The examination of witnesses was then resumed, and, after a sitting of eight 
hours, the case was adjourned to this day. The prisoner, who leant his head 
upon the edge of the dock during the greater part of the examination, and who, 
when he did look up, seemed to betray much indifference to the appalling reci- 
tals made by the witnesses, was then led away from the dock by two policemen 
in attendance. The people in front of the court remained till the police van 
left, when they set up a tremendous yell. The investigation was again resumed 
on Wednesday. The prisoner stil] continues in a very weak state. He was carried 
into the court and accomodated with aseat in the dock. His solicitor, Mr. Hum- 
phreys, took full notes of the evidence. No counsel or solicitor has yet appeared 
te conduct this important prosecution, but the evidence has been taken down with 
great care by Mr. Symons, the chief clerk. On account of the continued inability 
of one of the witnesses to attend, named Morris, who was very severely wounded 
on board the Tory,the prisoner was further remanded till Tuesday next. 

Derrrorp.—Sixty hired shipwrights, and twenty sawyers, have been entered 
at Deptford dockyard, to complete the ships there. They have orders to work 
task-work upon the Sidon and Ouin steamers, the former on the plan of Sir 
Charles Napier, and the latter on that of Mr Fincham, master shipwright of 
Portsmouth dockyard.— United Service Gazette.

THE MOVEMENT FOR OPENING THE PORTS. 

THE REQUISITION TO THE LORD Mayor.—The following answer has been re- 
ceived from the Lord Mayor by Mr Ashurst, as the head of the deputation who 
waited upon his lordship a few days since, with a requisition to convene a Court 
of Common Council for the purpose of addressing the Crown on the subject of 
opening the ports :— 

“The Lord Mayor having had under his consideration the requisition for calling a 
meeting of the Court of Common Council, to consider the propriety of petitioning her 
Majesty to take all such means as she may constitutionally possess for throwing open 
the ports of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland for the free importa- 
tion of food, desires to acquaintjthe deputation he had the honour to receive, that, al- 
though he differs in opinion with the requisitionists, he will afford them an oppor- 
tunity of discussing the subject at a court which he will hold on Thursday the 1) th in- 
stant, at two o'clock precisely. 

** Mansion House, Dec. 4, 1815.” 

The following requisition to the Lord Mayor was this day presented to his 
lordship :-— 

“ We, the undersigned electors of the city of London, being desirous of holding a 
public meeting for the purpose of expressing our sentiments on the subject of the ex- 
isting corn laws, in connexion with the prevailing apprehension of a scarcity, request 
that your lordship willcall a meeting of the electors in the Guildhall of this city, to be 
heid at an early day; and that your lordship will be pleased to preside at the same.” 
This requisition was signed by 1,192 electors of London (very many signing in. 
the names of their firm), aud was presented by Jolin Dillon, Esq., at the head of 
a large deputation. The Lord Mayor answered that he would consider the sub- 
ject and send an early reply. 

SoOUTHWARK.--On Thursday, a meeting of the inhabitants of Southwark was 
convened by the high bailiff, to take into consideration the expediency of open- 
ing the ports, in the present circumstances of the country. The Town hall was 
crowded at twelve o'clock by a very respectable meeting. Amongst those 
present were Messrs E. Cooper, William Wilson, Thomas Martin, Thomas Chad- 
wick, Henry Elkington, William Baugh, John Vousley, J. Lee Stevens, Joha 
Beacon, and Thomas May. 


the present corn laws on manufactures and wages. Some working men present 
advocated with great clearness and ability the old dicta of the monopolists, that 
cheap corn would produce low wages—that the repeal of the corn laws would 
but transfer power to the hands of the manufacturers from the landed gentry— 
and that the profits which might accrue to the manufacturers from the repeal of 
the corn laws would be expended in machinery, and not in the employment of 
manual labour. Working men on the other side refuted these fallacies with a 
quickness and ease which showed how thoroughly this question has been sifted 
by the intelligent mechanics and tradesmen of the metropolis. The discussion 
was conducted with good humour and forbearance, and it ended by a memorial 
for the opening of the ports being carried unanimously. 

t& MARYLEBONE.—On Thursday, a special meeting of the vestry of the parish of 
St Marylebone took place for the purpose of considering the apprehended fa- 
mine, and the propriety of memorializing her Majesty the Queen to use her pre- 
rogative in convening Parliament and in throwing open the ports. Amongst 
the members of the vestry present we.e, the Right Hon. Lord Montford, the 
Right Hon. Lord Strafford, Mr Joseph Hume, M.P., Mr W. Williams, M.P., Sir 
John M‘Taggart, Bart., M.P., General Sir De Lacy Evans, John Bagshaw, Esq., 
Martin Thackery, Esq., Hugh Biers, Esq., John Williams, Esq., George Daniell, 
Esq., Alfred Daniell, Esq.. John Gomm, Esq., &c. &c. The vestry was attended 
by upwards of 60 members. 

THE LIveRPoOL MEETING.—As mentioned by us last week, the great Liver- 
pool meeting took place on Friday the 28th ultimo, in the Amphitheatre. Every 
part of the immense building was filled, and crowds were unable to obtain ad- 
mittance. It is calculated that 4,000 found accommodation. William Brown, 
Esq., was Called to the chair. Addresses were delivered by Mr Thornely, M.P., 
Lawrence Heyworth, Esq., Mr W. Rathbone, and other gentlemen, and resolu- 
tions unanimously adopted, advising her Majesty “ immediately to summon the 
Parliament, for the purpose of recommending the total and immediate abolition 
of a system which has been justly said to be ‘ the blight of commerce, the bane 
of agriculture, the source of bitter divisions among classes, and the cause of 
penury, and fever, and crime among the people.” Mr Brown in his speech 
brought forward proof of the dangers which threaten the country from famine 
“To say that we were not now in a state of distress, when we were paying 
400,000/ per week more for provisions than we were this time twelvyemonthas, 
was an allegation which he thought very few in that meeting could be brought 
to believe.” In conclusion the chairman said, “ that Holland, Belgium, France, 
Russia, Austria, and Egypt all wanted feeding as well as ourselves. In Switzer- 
land they had already spent 500 millions of francs in purchasing additional 
supplies of provisions for the winter. In Egypt they had prohibited the export 
of grain. In the kingdom of Poland they had done the same. In France, Bel- 
gium, Prussia, and Russia, at least in the former, there was uo doubt they would 
do the same whenever they found English money drawing away their grain. 
(Hear.) The corn laws had been attempted to be amended at least sixty times 
since the Restoration in 1660, and he hoped that the last tinkering they would 
get would be the abolition of them altogether.” (Loud cheers.) Thomas Thorn- 
ley, Esq. M.P., said, “he had made some inquiry in our corn markets as to the 
comparative prices of grain in the month of May last, and in the present month 
of November, and he found that wheat, of the old Irish crop, in the month of 
May last, was selling at Gs 2d per 70 Ibs, while the same article, of the old Irish 
crop, was selling now at 9s 3d. (Hear.) This was an advance of nearly fifty 
per cent. (Hear, hear.) Oats in May last were selling at 3s per 45 lbs; now 
the same quantity was selling at 4s 2d. (Hear, hear) Oatineal in May last was 
at 24s 6d per 240 Ibs; now it was 34s. (Hear, hear.) Flour in May last was 
at 34s per 280 Ibs ; now it wasat jis. We certainly were the most inconsistent 
people im the world. We built ships to sail fast ; we constructed railways to in- 
crease speed, yet we allowed wheat and flour, and the provisions of other coun- 
tries, to be placed in bonded warehouses instead of being distributed. (Loud 
cheers.) There were at this time no less than 7,900,000 or 8,000,000 quarters of 
wheat and flour, calculating flour in proportion to wheat, lying in bond in this 
country. This wheat was wanted to grind with the new indifferent wheat, the 
produce of last harvest; but here we allowed it to lie in bond, and this 
miserable wheat, our own production, was prevented from yielding as gocd flour 
as it would if it were properly mixed with the foreign wheat. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr Thornely concluded by moving the first resolution. Lawrence Heyworth 
seconded the motion. In the course of his excellent speech, Mr Heyworth said,

“what, then, must be done in this emergency? When famine threatened the 
people of Israel of old, the question was asked—‘Is there not corn in Egypt ” 
The answer was, ‘get you down to that country and buy it.’ And now, when 
we are threatened with famine in this country, we ask, ‘Is there not corn in 
America” (Great cheering.) There is; but your restrictive laws say that you 
shall not have it unless you pay a penalty of fifteen shillings per quarter for 
leave to import it. Gentlemen, it is said that governments are paternal. Who 
has affixed this hindrance to your receiving corn from America? Your paternal 
Government. (Laughter, and cries of ‘ hear, hear.’) The paternal Government, 
which is constituted to take care of your interests and your wants, and to see 
that you are fed. If the people are obstructed in obtaining a supply of food, 
what is the consequence? Why, the high prices of food oblige the people to 
cease from purchasing those manifold articles produced by our trades, and in our 
manufacturing districts goods accumulate, trades and manufactories stand still, 
labourers and operatives are discharged, and, earning no wages, they can 
neither purchose the articles of which they were the producers, nor even the 
product of the broad acres, for which the aristocracy seek by criminal means to 
obtain high prices. The aristocracy ought to be told, for they mnst learn the 
lesson, that restrictions on commerce not only prevent the labourers from obtain- 
ing food and the comforts of life, but that they cut off the very sources of their 
own wealth. Some of them are beginning to perceive this. I am glad to learn 
from Lord John Russell that he entertains these views, that he has given in his 
adhesion to free trade principles, and that he is beginning to see that no harm 
can come to the aristceracy from the circumstance of merchants and manufac- 
tures becoming wealthy, and the labouring poor obtaining more of the neces- 
saries and comforts of life. Not only in England is a knowledge of the prin- 
ciples fof free trade forcing itself on the understandings of the people, but the 
same result is taking place in other countries. I read recently, in that excel- 
lent paper the Economist, a letter written by General M‘Duffie on the tariff of 
the United States, in which he expressed sentiments that do honour to him as a 
man and a Christian. He expresses his abhorrence of all protective laws, and 
uses strong expressions, but, in my opinion, not at all stronger than are war- 
ranted by the cireumstances. Gentlemen, the same spirit which animates him 
ought to animate us. Of these sentiments, which come to us across the wide 
Atlantic from the far west, I should say that we hail them with 
delight—we rejoice to see that we have accessions to our principles, 
not only in England, but in other countries.” (Loud applause.) The 
second resolution, which was moved by Mr W. Rathbone, was to the follow- 
effect :— 

Plone we have now assembled for the purpose of expressing our strong convictions 
of the responsibility which rests upon her Majesty’s confidential advisers, if they do not 
take immediate steps to avert, as far as possible, the awful consequences of a deficient 
supply of the necessaries of life.” 

Mr Wylie (of the house of Lizardi and Co.) seconded the resolution. The next 
resolution, tracing the present deficiency of the supply of food to commercial re- 
strictions, and praying her Majesty immediately to summon parliament, was 
moved by Mr Blackburn, and seconded by Mr Brancher. The following me- 
morial to Sir R. Peel was moved by Mr Shiel, seconded by Mr Romilly (son of 
Sir 5. Romilly), and carried unanimously :— 

“That we are of opinion that the alarming failure in the potato crop throughout 
the United Kingdom—confirmed in the case of Ireland by several reports from com- 
missioners appointed by her Majesty’s Government to investigate the subject, and other 
persons of unquestionable veracity—together with the injury done to the wheat crop, 
by the ungenial weather of the summer and autumn, are calculated to excite the most 
serious apprehensions of impending famine. That we have this day assembled for the 
purpose of expressing our strong conviction of the heavy responsibility which rests upon 
her Majesty’s confidential advisers, if they do not take immediate steps to avert, as far 
as possible, the awful consequences of a deficient supply of the necessaries of life. That 
we find, from our daily experience, that, in all the articles which we obtained from 
foreign nations, and which are left to the natural operations of commerce, there 
is always procurable an abundant supply for the wants of the community. 
That we therefere believe that it is owing to the restrictions imposed by the 
corn and provision laws that there is not every year a store of foreign grain 
ample enough to dispel the well-founded alarm which is now inseparable from a 
failure in our own harvests. That the operation of these laws is greatly to impo- 
verish the people, and to reduce them to the very lowest description of food on which 
existence can be supported, as is proved by the fact stated by the Government commis- 
sioners in Ireland last summer—that the condition of one-half the entire population was 
found so low that their only food was the potato, their only drink water, while sufficient 
clothing and shelter are necessaries almost unknown; that it is the inevitable effect of 
this state of things to assimilate the condition of the labouring classes of Great Britain 
to that of the same class in Ireland ; that we are painfully convinced that the failure of 
their principal means of subsistence among this large and helpless portion of our fellow- 
subjects, unless in some degree remedied by the instant admission of all kinds of provi- 
sions duty-free, will be productive of consequences too frightful to contemplate. That 
we would therefore most respectfully but most carnestly urge upon you at once to dis- 
charge yourself of the awfal responsibility which now rests upon you and the other re- 
sponsible advisers of the Crown, to immediately advise her Majesty to summon her par- 
liament for the purpose of recommending the total and immediate abolition of a system 
which has been justly proved to be the blight of commerce, the bane of agriculture, the 
source of bitter Civisions among classes, the cause of penury, fever, mortality, and 
crime among the y; eople.” 

The following is a copy of the letter address2d by Mr W. Brown of Liverpool to 
Sir R. Peel, transmitting the memorial :— 

* Liverpool, Nov. 29.—Sir—I have the honour to transmit to you as Prime Minister 
of the Crown, a memorial agreed upon at a public meeting of the inhabitants of Liver- 
verpool, held yesterday in the Amphitheatre of this town. I am enabled to state that 
the Amphitheatre was crowded in every part; and amongst those who were present 
were many of the most infiuentia] merchants, and a great assemblage of the most re- 
spectable tradesmen of the town. It was the wish of the promoters of this meeting that 
it should be presided over by the mayor, and accordingly a requisition, signed by up- 
wards of 5,800 individuals, comprising gentlemen of every political opinion, was pre- 
sented to him, requesting that he would convene a meeting of the inhabitants of the 
borough. As the mayor refused this request, I think it right to submit to you a copy of 
the requisition, and of his reply. I cannot too strongly express my conviction of the 
importance of the subject to which this memorial refers, nor can I doubt but it will re- 
ceive the scrious attention of her Majesty’s Government. I have the honour to be, 
Sir, your most obedient servant, Wu. Brown.” 
The folloaing is Sir Robert's reply :— 

“* Whitehall, Dec, 1.—Sir—I have had the honour to receive your letter of the 29th 
uit., accompanying a memorial of the inhabitants of Liverpool, in public meeting as- 
sembled, expressing their opinion that measures ought to be forthwith adopted for pro- 
viding for the immediate admission by law of all kinds of food duty free. I will not fail 
te commun'cate the memorial to her Majesty's confidential servants. I have the honour 
to be, Sir, your obedient servant, 

“ William Brown, Esq.” “ Rosert Peer.”

Narrow EscarE FOR RAILWAY SPECULATORS.—On Tuesday evening last, 
about six o’clock, in consequence of an escape of gas, a writer’s office in the New 
Town took fire, by which the premises were put in great jeopardy, along with 
the plans and specifications for no fewer than ten new railways lying in the 
office, all of which must have been put a stop to for the time had the necessary 
documents not been discovered and rescued. These were contained in a tin 
box, which was got out without much injury. The fire having been observed in 
time, it was extinguished before doing much damage, beyond the burning of the 
flooring of the house.—Glasgow Chronicle.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


Inpria AND CrnA.—The extraordinary express of the 7imes, bringing by 
anticipation the Bombay mail, with letters and despatches to the 1st ultimo, 
reached London on Friday (yesterday) morning. The principal feature of the 
news brought by this arrivel relates to the Punjaub, the affairs of which, though 
not materially changed since the last arrival, are evidently hastening toward a 
crisis. In Scinde there was tranquility—in the Nizam territory confusion, occa- 
sioned by a derangement of the finances; to restore order, it was‘supposed that 
the interference of the British would be required. Serampore had been surren- 
dered to the British authorities, by direction of the Danish Government, on the 
9th of Oct. The commercial intelligence does not exhibit any material varia- 
tion from that brought by the last arriual. 

NortH AMERICA.—The Culedonia arrived in the Mersey on Friday evening. 
The character of the advices received by it is most decidedly pacific. Mr Web- 
ster delivered an election speech at Boston on the Oregon question, the tariff, 
and the annexation of Texas. Of the last he disapproved, the tariff he upheld, 
and he denounced the man who would ventnre on war about Oregon. From its 
geographical position, it must be peopled with a Saxon race, English and 
American, and in due time they will cease to belong to either England or 
America ;— they will declare themselves independent.—It was considered pro- 
bable that Maryland and Michigan may resume the payment of interest on their 
loans some time next year. 

LIVERPOOL, Thursday.—By the arrival of the Fidelio at this port, from New 
York, there are advices to the 17th of November—one day later than those re- 
ceived by the Caledonie. There is no important political or commercial news. 

West Inpres.—The Medicay steam ship, Andrews commander, arrived at 
Southampton on Thursday evening, at 6 o’clock, after a finc voyage from Mexico 
and the West Indies. She brought home his Excellency Sir Charles and Lady 
Mary Fitzroy, Lord Mark Kerr, and about 30 passengers, and 33,304 dol on Mex- 
ican Government account, 285,306 dol on merchants account, 1,589 ounces of 
gold dust, 2,657 ounces of silver, and 142 serons of cochineal. Her dates are 
Honduras, Oct. 20th ; Tampico, 26th ; Mexico, 30th ; Vera Cruz, Nov. 1; Puerto 
Cabello, 2nd ; Demerara, 4th ; Tobago, 5th; Trinidad, 5th; Laguayra, 5th; St 
Jago de Cuba, 6th; Jamaica, 8th; Jacmel, 9th; Grenada, 9th; Havana, 10th ; 
Martinique, 11th Montserrat, Nevis, and St Kitts, 12th; Antigua, 13th; Tortola, 
13th ; Puerto Rico, 18th ; Nassau, 13th; St Thomas, 14th; and Bermuda, 20th. 
Our usual files of West India papers ‘contain nothing of interest. The islands 
were all healthy, and had not been visited with hnrricanes this season. The 
crops were generally looking favourable. The weather in Jamaica, althoush the 
usual October seasons may be said to have failed, had been very seasonable. 
The progress of sugar making had gone on exceedingly well. The Jamaica pa- 
pers are still fully occupied with the discussionjof railways in the islands and immi- 
gration, both popular subjects with the colonists. 

MEX1CO.~By letters per the Medway, we learn that the Mexican Government 
had agreed to receive a minister of the United States, and to negotiate fur fron- 
tiers and the settlement of claims. The American fleet had left Vera Cruz, that 
being the first step of the arrangement. The city of Mexico was tranquil, though 
reports of Federalist conspiracies were frequent. The Indians called Camanches 
hai ravaged the departments of Durango and Zacatecas, and one body was 
within seven days of the city of Mexico. The financial state of Mexico was de- 
plorable. The one third of the new congress to be renewed on the Ist cf January 
was composed of Radicals and frends to federation. The Minister of Justice 
had resigned ; he was succeeded by Senor Montes ce Oca. We learn that the 
French minister had left Mexico in consequence of the distwibances that oc- 
curred four or five months ago. He came passenger from Vera Cruz ia the 
* Medway,’ and landed at Havannah to await the instructions of his Govern- 
ment. Santa Anna was still at Havannah.

PoLaND.—It appears from accounts which have reached this country from 
Berlin that a conspiracy has been diseovered at Posen, in Pfissian Poland, and 
that forty or fifty persons had been arrested on suspicion of being concerned in 
it. From later accounts, it appears that simultaneously with the arrest which 
took place at Posen, others were effected in Warsaw and its vicinity and other 
parts of Poland. It is thus rendered probable that the birth-place of the con- 
spiracy was in Russian-Poland. 

THE Jews iN Russta.—An Imperial ukase, issued on the 1st September last, 
subjects the Israelites of the empire to a fresh tax, the produce of which will be 
devoted to the establishment of Jewish churehes. The tax is levied upon the 
wax candles lighted on Saturdays and other feast days. The Jewish agricul- 
turists and soldiers in the army are exempted. 

Sanpwicn Istanps.—We are happy to find that these islands are in the 
most flourishing situation. Not only does the best understanding prevail between 
the Government and the representatives of the various foreign powers, but also 
amongst these representatives themselves; and the contrast which these happy 
islands afford to the distracted state of the kingdom of Tahiti must be gratifying 
to all who witness it. The main income of the*Government is derived from the 
whalers of different nations which put into Honolulu and Lahaina for refreshment. 
In the year 1844, no less than 353 ships and barks put into these ports, registering 
124,340 tons, and navigated by 7,163 American and 2,448 other seamen, and the 
value of whose cargoes was 17,733,411 dollars. The imports for the year amount 
in value to 350,347 dollars; of which 121,061 dollars were from the Unit 
States; from Sydney, 38,232 dollars ; from England 34,005 dollars; and the 
mainder from other foreign ports. Ofthis amount 60,054 dollars were re-exported ; 
the remainder, amounting to 289,969 dollars, being consumed in the country. 
The estimated value of domestie produce exported is given as 49,187 dollars, 
and of produce supplied to shipping, was 60,400 dollars- The total net amount 
from all sources received at the Honolulu custom house is stated at 12,660 dollars 
30 cents.— Hongkong Register. 

New ZEALAND.—The latest accounts from New Zealand, by way of Sydney, 
brought a report of another engagement, in which upwards of fifty of the sol- 
diers had been killed, having been dfiven out of tlielr position by the natives. 
Firing was heard by the Thistle as she was passing the Bay of Islands. The

From the Danube there is no change of prices; some sales are re- 
ported at previous rates, but it is probable that they will be held over 
till the spring, from the want of ships.

The repayments on quantities 
over-entered, {c., 12,914/ lls 3d; and under the Treasury order of 
20th March, 1345, 78,5761 16s 1ld, making a total of drawbacks and 
repayments on sugar of 115,480/ 3s 8d. The repayments on glass (of 
foreign manufacture) over-entered, §c. amounted to 100/ 9s 9d. 

Rum.—The government contract for 100,000 gallons of rum for 
the navy was again taken on Saturday by Messrs Lemon Hart and 
Son, of 59 Fenchurch street. 

Tue Overtanp Mait.—We understand that Mr Waghorn is now 
actively engaged in preparing for six trials of the Trieste route as 
regards time against that by Marseilles, and that a meeting of the 
London, East India, and China Association will shortly take place, 
in order that the merchants of the city may choose the six months in 
summer and winter to practically settle all doubts on the subject of 
the present superiority of the Trieste route. 

Tue Inon Trave in Scortannp.—In December 1843, there were 
60 furnaces in blast, and 38 out; in October 1844, 70 in blast, and 
33 out; and in October 1845, 86 in blast, 42 out, and 15 in course of 
construction. Weekly produce in 1843, 6,450 tons; in 1844, 7,430 
tons; and in 1845, 9,180 tons. We learn, also, from the Mining 
Journal, that the weekly produce of the malleable iron works is 
1,360 tons, viz., 400 at Govan, 400 at Monkland and Gartness, 400 at 
Dundyvan, 100 at Mossend (all in Lanarkshire), and 60 at Muirkirk 
(in Ayrshire).

Srate or Trape.—The various public works now in progress are 
having a visible effect on the labour market. ‘The men engaged in 
some of the Plymouth quarries have had their wages iecenmenl fully 
3s a week, and trade appcars generally to be so brisk that there are 
no hands out of employ. The agricultural labourers are also, we 
understand, pretty fully employed through the railways taking off 
our redundancy of labour. The attempt to get emigrants for the 
Australian settlements and for the Cupe of Good Hope, although a 
free is offered to them, is, in consequence, very difficult, if 
not almost useless.— P/ymouth Journal, 


It appears by an official return which has just been published, that 
the Customs duties received in France last October, amounted to 
14,398,465f, being 1,223,000f more than in October, 1844. The in- 
crease arose chiefly on the imports of colonial and foreign sugars, 

Tue Coat Trave.—Notwithstanding the continued activity in the 
coal trade of the north of England, consequent on the breaking up of 
the vend regulations, we regret to learn that scarcely one-half of the 
collieries in the district are yielding a remunerative return to the 
owners.—Tyne Mercury. 

Corn 1n Russra.—Merchants connected with the north of Europe 
say, that the corn produced from the interior of Russia has been in 
quantities surpassing expectation. Much of it is now on ship-board 
in the Mediterranean ports. 

East Inpia Cotton.—We understand that very satisfactory 
accounts have reached Bombay of the sale at home of the cotton pro- 
duced at the experimental farm at Broach, in the season 1843 44, 
The highest price at which Surats have been sold in England during 
the present year, is 3id per Ib, and the lowest 2}d, while the pro- 
duce of the Broach farm realised from 39d to 4d, the great bulk of 
the consignment having been disposed ot at 3id per Ib. The saw- 
ginned cotton, it appears, brought a higher price in the Liverpool 
market than that cleaned by the common Cxurka, but a difference 
of opinion nevertheless exists as to which is best suited for spinning. 
On the whole, the results of the experiments seem highly favourable. 
— Bombay Times, Oct. 4. 

GeNerat Consumption or Sucar.—The Zollverein, with a popu- 
lation of 29,066,000 souls, consumes aunually 70,000 tons of cane, and 
10,500 of beetroot sugar. Belgium, Holland, Oldenburgh, Hamburgh, 
Bremen, Lubeck, Hanover, and Mecklenburgh, with a gross total 
population of 10,349,000, consume altogether 51,000 tons of cane, and 
5,000 of beetroot sugar. Russia, with a population of 56,778,000, 
consumes 62,400 tons of cane, and 6,000 tous of beetroot sugar. 
France, with a population of 35,400,000, consumes 89,000 tons of 
French colonial sugar, 11,000 tons of foreign colonial sugar, and 
28,000 tons of beetroot. sugar. Portugal, with a population of 
8,422,000, consumes 10,000 tons of sugar. Spain, with a population 
of 13,786,000, consumes 36,000 tons (36,100 tons of Cuba sugar in 
1844). Sweden, Norway, and Denmark, with a total population of 
6,509,000, consume altogether 12,000 tons of sugar. Great Britain 
and Ireland, with a population of 28,323.000, cousume 240,000 tons 
of sugar per year; the Ionian Islands, Gibraltar, Cracow, and Swit- 
zerland, consume altogether about 46,000 tons of sugar ; ‘Turkey and 
Greece, with a population of 10,700,000, consume only 4,000 tous of 
sugar; Canada and other colonies, with a population of 4,544,000, 
consume, it is estimated, about 15,000 tous; and the United States, 
with a population of 18,700,900, consume 150,000 tons of sugar. The 
gross ,total population of the above sugar-consuming countries 
amounts to 278,033,000 souls, and the total annual consumption of 
sugar to 845,900 tons. In the Zollverein the proportion of sugar 
consumed by each individual per annum, amounts to 6 L-8th lb; in 
the German States, not therein included, to 12 1-16th lb; in Russia, 
to 1 1-16th Ib; in Franee, to 8 2-l0ths Ib; in Portugal, to 6 6-10ths 
Ib; in Spain, to 5 8-l0ths Ib; in Scandinavia, to 4 1-l0th Ib; in 
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Great Britain, to 191b; and in the United States of America, to 18th. 
_ Tue Opium Trape.—The opium merchants have been endeavour- 
ing to induce the Government to make some alteration in the sales of 
the coming season, founded on the large quantity to be brought for- 
ward, which is stated to be about twenty-three thousand chests. 
What surprises every one who contemplates it is, that the increase 
seems not more than sufficient to keep pace with the consumption of 
the drug in China, as is evident from the price keeping up to four or 
five times the cost of production. The trade is altogether one of the 
most remarkable in the world, whether it is considered commercially, 
politically, financially, or morally.—Calcutta Englishman. A speci- 
men of opium from poppies, grown in Algiera, has been submitted to 
the Academy of Science at Paris for their inspection; and it has 
been found to be nearly equal in quality to the opium of Egypt. It 
is also computed that Algeria can furnish an anuual quantity of six 
hundred thousand pounds ; which is stated to be equal to the yearly 
supply produced in the Bengal territories. Should this calculation 
prove correct, the Honourable Company must shortly expect a power- 
ful competition, in the trade of that drug, throughout China and the 
Eastern seas; producing a correspondent deteriorative effect of the 
revenue at present derived from that valuable article.—Madras 
Crescent,

Tue business during the last month has again been upon the most 
limited scale, the deliveries for consumption only amounting to 
88,000 bales, and for export to 2,000 bales, together 90,000 bales, 
against 123,000 bales during the corresponding month of last year; 
they would have been even less, if towards the middle of last No- 
vember reports of a warlike tendency had not induced some consum- 
ers to purchase more freely. Stocks in the ports are somewhat re- 
duced since the beginning of last month, but the excess of stock com- 
pared with the same period last year, which then amounted to only 
74,000 bales, is now increased ,to 121,000 bales. ‘The total weekly 
deliveries of the year are again materially reduced, and are now barely 
2,000 bales per week above those of the two preceding years. 

Prices have again given way, and are at Liverpool } lower than at 
the beginning of last month ; they are still however somewhat higher 
than in 1844, but 20 per cent below those of 1843. 

The almost total cessation of the demand for goods and yarn in the 
manufacturing districts, and the probability that matters will not im- 
prove in that respect for some time to come, induce the belief that 
prices may still be lower, and thag an enhancement of the value, in 
the common course of events, is, during the winter months, to say the 
least, highly improbable. 

The accounts by the American steamer of the 15th of November 
again report well of the crops, and represent the weather highly fa- 
vourable for picking. 

Inour market the stock of cotton consists of 1780 bales North 
American, 930 b.° Brazil and West Indies; 68,100 b. of Surat ; 600 b. 
Bengal; and 17,530 b. of Madras ; total 89,940 b. against 88,300 b. in 
1844. Prices have, however, experienced the same decline as at 
Liverpool, and four public sales held towards the close of last month 
did not lead to any satisfactory result, almost the whole quantity being 
bought iu.

It will be seen, from the above table, that our stocks are now con- 
siderably larger than what they were at the same time in any of the 
receding nine years. The last abundant crops in the Bengal and 
ladras districts have swelled the stocks in Europe, the more so, as 
it appears that the consumption of the article is this year not quite 
to the same extent as it was in the last. The total deliveries from 


‘the warehouses in the last eleven months amount to 2,331 chests less 


than during the same time last year, but the principal falling off is in 
the export. : A ; 
Of the present total stock of indigo in the London warehouses, it 
js computed that about 13,000 chesis are still in first hands, against 
bout 8,000 chests on the Ist of December, 1844. A portion of the 
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former quantity will be brought to the hammer in the next quarterly 
sale, which is likely to commence on the third Tuesday in January. 

The total stock of indigo in serons is only 1,107 serons against 853 
serons at the same time last year. 

The market for indigo throughout the past month has presented a 
quiet appearance ; there has been not only nothing doing of a specu- 
lative character, but the ordinary transactions of the trade have been 
exceedingly limited, which sufficiently indicates that, for the present 
at least, the demand, both for consumption and export, has been 
pretty well supplied. The advices received by last mail giving very 
generally 125,000 maunds as the estimate of the new crop, have also 
tended to check business; and although importers have evinced no 
inclination to press sales, it would be difficult to realise to any extent 
exeept at a decline of 4d to 6d per lb upon the rates obtained at the 
last October sales.

The sugar market has gradually advanced during the month, but the 
small stock on hand has prevented any considerable business being done. 
Brown sugars are 3s andthe middling qualities 2s higher than at the close 
of last month, and the last sales are in favour of the selicr. About 2,300 
bags ef Bengal sugar have brought 58s Gd for good white Benares, and 50s 
for low brown to 62s for fine white chrystallised. Syrup is becoming an 
article of frequent importation, and about 100 puns. have been sold, aceord- 
ing io quality. Tle operations in molasses have been comparatively limited 
from the short supply—the sales comprise about 709 puns. Barbadoes at 
24s 9d and fresh Demerary at 22s, the latter being rather under the market 


value. Treacle has been in steady demand, and rather higher rates have | 


been obtained than at the close of last month. Crushed sugar has been 
much inquired for, and priccs of brown and middling are 2s to 236d, and 
goodand fine 1s to 1s6d higher; loaves, however, have barely maintained for- 
mer rates, ihe supply having been more than the demand could take off. Little 
coffee has been offering during the month, and no business has been effec- 
ted. The stock of ram being in small compass in first hands, little has been 
done, Notransactions have taken place privately in dyewoods, but yester- 
day a public sale of about 140 tons St Domingo and Campeachy logwood 
was attempted, and only a small lot was disposed of, the rest being with- 
drawn. The transactions in Exs: India produce have been confined to 500 
bags middling haif-heavy Malavar bieck pepper at 33d, and 223 bags broken 
to good white Patna rice at 13s to 22s, The tea market has been quiet, no 
direct arrivals having yet taken pace to afford a good selection. 

The cotton market has been very imactive, the trade buying only small 
lots to supply immediate wants, and prices of all descriptions are a shade 
easier; the sales are estimat:d at 5,000 to 6,000 bales. No direct’supplies 
of mahogany have been rec. ived this month, and nothing has been done in 
first hands, but a superior cargo of 80,000 feet Honduras will be placed on 
the market shortly, and one of St Domingo is soon expected. A fair busi- 
ness is doing in tobacco of the new crop, at steady rates. Tallow has im- 
proved 6d to Is, Y. C. being now at 42s 6d to 43, Pot ashes have also 
slightly advanced, the closing rate being 24s, but pearls have been dull of 
sale at 24s to 24s 6d. Guano has been neglected, but Iehaboe is held at 
7710s in cargoes. 

The grain trade was kept in a state of great suspense in the early part of 
the month by rumours of an immediate intention on the part of government 
to interfere with the corn laws, which ultimately proved to have no foun- 
dation ; but prices, in the meantime, sustained a reaction, and increasing 
supplies have since addcd to the depression, wheat and oats having declined 
1s to 2s, and barley 2s to 26 6 per respective boll. 

During the month a considerable extent of business has been done in pig 
iron, but at gradually declining rates, prices having given way from 90s to 
72s 6d per tov, cash, and the market has closed at 72s 6d cash, and 75s to 
77s 6d with eredit.—Connal and Co's Circular.

59 coil 
Russian were placed at 29 mils ; 150 of ordinary quality at 24 mils; 8 of un- 
suitable size at 21 mils per qtl.

mils. Of Scotch were sold 370 ps at 19 to 21 mils; 50 ps wide at 22 mils 
500 rs. Zar.—Sales limited to 129 brls at 11 mils. 

Ozxasures.—Stock inereased 500 ps, sales having been limited to 200 ps 
at 260 to 250 rs per vara. 

PizcEGoons.— Business was about equal to that of preeeding months, and 
fair prices were generally obtained, but collections were worse than hereto 
fore. The market is superabundantly supplied with American cottons, in 
which little was done. 

Provistons.—Arrivals of buéler moderate, and prices of Irish were steady, 
at 570 te 580 rs carly in the month, and later declined to 550 ; some parce 
and marks proved inferior and sold at 540 to 500 re. On hand 400 firkins. 
Hams,—12 casks American sold at 240 rs ; 15 casks Oporto, out of condition, 
at about the same price. Mess Beef—30 bris Hamburg at 26 mils 500-rs, 
and a few tierces Canadian, received costwise, at 40 mils, were the sales of 
the month. 

SanT.—The arrivals were excessive, and prices declined 100rs per alqueire; 
700 rs having been the first, 600 the last price of the month. Sales 67,600 
alqueires, shipped coastwise 31,350 alqneires, stock 6,875 alqueires. 

SALTPETRE.—Not only was the unsold stock heavy, but the dealers were 
abundantly supplied, and the value further deelined 200 rs ; 6 mils 400 rs hav- 
ing been the earliest sale price, 6 mils 200 rs the last quoted. The sales 
were limited to 200 kegs. 

Trin Prarss.—225 boxes at 24 to 25 mils, were the sales of the month. 


Exrort Trapz.—Against, in Sept. 1844, 77 vessels of 23,407 tons, the de- 
partures in the past month amounted to 82 vessels of 26,305 tons. Of these, 
44 entirely and 8 in part laden with produce, 7 with foreign merchandise, 6 
with their inward cargoes, and 9 in ballasts had foreign destinations, 8 in bal- 
last proceeded to other ports of the empire.

Corrzr.—The market was active early in the month, end at a decline of 
50 to 100 rs from the last prices of August about 60,000 bags were sold to 
13th inclusive. From 15th to 18th when the lowest prices prevailed, about 
30,000 bags were sold, and on 25th a reaction oceurred to withiu 50 rs of the 
opening quotations. Ga 29th, the best superior was to be had at 50 rs 
lower, and first ordinary at the lowest prices of the month, but the latter 
again recovered on 30th. Our export statement shows an increase to the 
Cape of Good Hope, Mediterranean, Trieste and the United States; a%diminu- 
tion to Antwerp, Bremen, Channel, Denmark, France, Hamburg, Portugal, 
and Sweden. The quantity exported, to 30th Sept., was less 76,767 bags to 
the Channel ; 20,199 bags to the United States, than the same period 
of 1844.

LONDON MARKETS—TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK. 


* FRIDAY MORNING. 

Sucar—Brilish Plantation.—The markets continue very dull, and to effect 
sales importers have submitted to lower prices in most instances. All kinds of 
West India have been in limited demand, although the quantity on show is bet- 
ter, and prices lower than on Friday last. On Tuesday 120 casks Barbadoes 
were offered at public sale; several lots were bought in; the remainder sold at 
a reduction of 6d to 1s. Most of the transactions in other kinds subsequently 
have been at a similar decline, the grocers buying only for immediate wants. 
Low sugars are bringing high prices when compared with the middling and 
good descriptions; a board of fair bright St Kitts’ sold at 52s. In brown and 
low refining kinds scarcely any thing has been done; the deliveries last week 
were less than for some time past. 

Mauritivs.— Nothing has been done in any kind, and we have been without 
@ public sale throughout the week ; the new crop will soon begin to arrive. 

Foreign.—There is still little inquiry by the shippers, but importers appear 
unwilling to realise ; the only sale reported privately consists of 200 chests good 
and fine yellow Havana, for exportation, at 28s to 29s. Nothing done in Brazil 
since last week. All kinds of foreign free labour are equally dull, but scarcely 
any offering. The parcel of Java declared for public sale yesterday was with- 
drawn. Since last week the arrivals into London have been 919 cases 43. bar- 
relg Bahia, 100 barrels Rio, 605 casks 420 barrels Porto Rico, and 630 boxes 
Havana. 

Bengal.—The trade have bought with extreme caution, and the greater por- 
tion offered at public sale was bought in at lower r.tes, subsequently some of 
the lots were sold, establishing a decline of fully 1s per cwt on most descriptions ; 
of 3,690 bags, about one-third sold ; mid white Benares 53s 6d to 54s, low soft 
date 51s 6d, strong dry greyish 53s to 56s, Mauritius kinds, mid to fine strong 
yellow 50s to 54s, good and fine grainy brown 4is to 46s per cwt. Privately 
the business has been unusually limited, at similar rates. 

Madrus.—At auction 366 bags sold 1s to 1s 6d per cwt cheaper, mid to good 
bright dark brown 39s 6d to 43s 6d, low 38s to 388 6d. 


Refned.—The market has again relapsed into a dull state, and prices have 
experienced a similar decline as of raw sugar. The refiners are not working to 
any extent, and the stock of goods unsold is very moderate; brown grocery 
lumps are selling at 64s to 65s, to pass the standard 65s 6d, brown tittlers 64s 6d 
65s; bastards are now too dear to admit of purchases being made, 40s to 51s are the 
rates demanded ; pieces are also in partial demand for the same reason; treacle 
continues steady, at 22s to 25s, bonded is firm at 14s to 14s 3d. In export 
sugars next to nothing doing; the supply is small, and the refiners very firm in 
their demands. English crushed is held at 34s ; loaves are steady, but not much 
doing at last week's prices; pieces bring 27s to 29s per cwt. 

MoLassEs.—No sales have been effected in any kind during the greater part 
of the week. 
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Corrgr.—The market has been unusually dull this week, the present state of 
our monetary affairs having been the cause of preventing speculation to.any 
extent, but holders appear unwilling to press sales at present, 
thing has been offering. No public sale of British plantation. 
Ceylons appears to have eutirely subsided, scarcely a contract having 
privately. Atauction 590 bags partly found buyers at 
parcel good ord native bought in at 50s; plantation kind 
coloury 638 to 678, ord 538 to 548; peaberry 638 to 70s per ewt. 
very flat; 150 bales good longberry were bought in at 80s, being 
value ; 32 bags Madras realized 65s, for a fair greenish yellow ;

India coffee is small, and prices very low; all kinds of foreign for exportation 
are also much depressed, and there is not a sale to report.

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RAILWAY PLANS AND DEPOSITS. 

Tue number of railways for which the plans have been deposited 
with the Board of Trade, nee of eleven duplicates, is ex- 
actly eight hundred. As yet there is not a perfect list prepared, 
but it may be expected shortly. It is, however, understood that 
there are several lines, the plans of which have been deposited at 
the Board of Trade in due time, but not at all the offices of the 
clerks of the peace in the country, and which will, therefore, be 
unable to proceed in the next session, In round numbers, these 
eight hundred lines represent an aggregate capital of upwards of 
350,000,000. The standing orders of the fidase require that 
three-fourths of the capital shall be subscribed, which amounts to 
262,000,000/, and on that subscribed capital fen per cent must be 
deposited with the Accountant-general, at any time before the 
day on which the petition is presented to Parliament for the bill. 
According to this the deposits so required to be made will amount 
to 26,200,000/. But in deduction of this amount there are numer- 
ous lines which have not obtained their deposits upon their allot- 
ments, and of which there is now no chance in the present year. 
But even taking it for granted that one-third of the entire number 
are in that predicament, and that is a very large allowance, consi- 
dering that few boards of directors would go to the expense 
of surveys, &c. without having their deposits in hand, it will leave 
upwards of seventeen millions to be deposited with the Accountant- 
general. This appears a very large sum, but still, as we have 
often repeated, the whole question as to any difficulty which can 
possibly arise in transferring this amount from the hands of pri- 
vate bankers to the Bank of England through the Accountant-gene- 
ral, must entirely depend upon the nature of the securities in which 
bankers have invested theirdeposits. If taey have done so in avail- 
able securities, there can be no difficulty if the amount were ten 
times greater. If it should turn out that there are instances in 
which private bankers have injudiciously locked up their capital, 
that must be a question between them and their customers, 
the railway companies. We hear of some cases in which com- 
panies have determined to commence immediately to pay their 
deposit to the Accountant-general by weekly instalments. In 
one case the deposits amount to 60,000/; and the board of direc- 
tors have come to a decision to pay 10,000/ in each week for the 
next six weeks, which will elapse before Parliament meets. 
As far as the convenience of the money market is concerned we 
approve highly of this plan. The sums thus paid in by private 
bankers will forthwith appear as deposits in the bank of England, 
and be available for the discount of bills or advances on securities. 
For the bankers themselves, who have the aoe to make, it 
will probably be the easiest and most profitable means of doing 
$0, inasmuch, if they require to realize securities for the purpose 
of paying over the deposits, the general pressure on the market 
at one time may render the best securities convertible only at a 
Epearentestous rate, unless some plan could be adopted where- 

y the mere transfer from our department of the bank of England 
to another could be made. However, under no circumstances can 
apy inconvenience or loss arise from early payments being made 
by instalments, and we have little doubt that the plan will be 
extensively adopted. It is said that Parliament will not meet 
until after the payment of the demands in January, purposely to 
facilitate the transfer of these deposits. The dividends on Govern- 
ment stock, as well as on India and South Sea stock, are payable 
on the 8th of Jan., which will release a large sum of money during 
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the succeeding week. It is understood that Parliament will meet 
about the 16th, It will not be until the period has expired for 
the presentatjon of gainete petitions that it will be possible to 
know exactly what lines comply with the standing orders in 
making the needful deposits, and what do not. 








EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


Tnere has been but little doing in railway matters this week, the 
parties connected with the various schemes being, we presume, worn 
out by the exertions of last week, to deposit the plans with the Board 


of Trade, 

A meeting of the agmaten in the Joint London and Croydon, and 
London and Brighton ilway Companies, convened by the directors 
of the Croydon Company, was held on Tuesday, when Mr Wilkinson, 
the chairman of the Croydon company, laid a statement of the differ- 
ences which have arisen between the boards of the two companies

FRENCH RAILWAYS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, December 3, 1845. 

Our speculators are rather Iced astray, and dare neither sell nor 
purchase stocks or shares. The prices have, indeed, experienced a 
rise at yesterday's Change, but it is feared that the rising prices 
should have been brought by the necessity of settling the last account. 
‘That account had been apprehended, and several stockbrokers were 
spoken of as unable to pay the balance of their account. In fact two 
stockbrokers, M. Bezard and M. Caffing, have been obliged to apply 
to the Syndicate, who have sold a great. deal of shares to settle thei 
account. It seems, however, that the price of their office, which will 
be sold immediately, will be quite sufficient to repay the advance of 
the Syndicate. 

The Lourse of Thursday last was quite curious. There was a 
heavy fall on every kind of securities—chiefly on railway shares, but 
on a sudden, towards the middle of the Bourse, large purchases 
changed the tendency, and the closing ee were very high. 
There was a report that M. de Rothschild had resolved to come to 
the assistance of the market. People said that M. de Rothschild had 
a conference with the Minister of Finance, and that M. Lacave La- 

lagne, after representing to him he had won immense sums with the 
Mevthens railway, had begged of him as a favour to stop the finan- 
cial crisis. That report is not credible. If M. Rothschild buys 
railway shares again, it will be only because he thinks their prices 
low enough, and not in consequence of ministerial solicitation. 

‘The last adjudications have not improved the prices of eventualities 
and promises. Strasburg definitives are quoted from 505 to 500 frs, 
and ‘l'ours definitivesfrom 507 frs5%c to505frs. All theeventualities of 
the fused companies areat a discount. The scripholders are displeased, 
because the directors will return the deposit, but to the subscribers, 
or to the holders, who have obtained their endorsement. This con- 
dition is often very difficult to fulfil, as many letters of allotment have 
been subscribed by cheating knaves, whosold them for some pence, and 
who now refuse their signature unless the present holders give them 
anewpremium. That exigence of the companies has even occa- 
sioned a scuffle at Ganneron’s, and they were obliged to call in the 
assistance of the troops. Besides, the same companies will make a 
deduction from the deposit money for their expenses, and the scrip- 
holders require their whole deposit, because the companies had en- 
gaged themselves to make no deduction if they were lessees of the 
lines. 

These difficulties have delayed the repayment of the deposits, which 
was expected to alleviate the present scarcity of money, and it is pro- 
bable the deposits will not be returned before the next adjudication of 
the Paris and Lyons, and the Creil and Saint Quentin Railway, which 
are fixed for the 20th inst. 


ae ions are pending among the four principal companies for 
the Paris and Lyons railway, who desire to amalgamate. 
The Union company and Laffitte’s company have entered a fusion 
for more than three months; they had agreed to accept into their 
fusion all the companies who should have attained their capital. M.

The prosecutions against the sharebrokers of the Coulisse are not 
atan end.

More than twenty 
stockbrokers of Rouen, Havre, Lyons, Marseilles, and Bordeaux, 
have received summons to come to Paris before the Juge d’Instruc- 
tion. The books of M. Bourgoin have been restored to him, on con- 
dition that he shall produce them on the first request. However, it 
is quite certain that all those legal proceedings will finally come to 
nothing. 

The Paris and Rouen company have denied the news of their tim- 
ber being half rotten. It seems, however, that there is some truth in

The Union and Laffitte’s companies were remaining insulated until 
yesterday evening; M. de Rothschild, the banker of the Union com- 
pany, had made overtures to the Receveurs Generaux, who had an- 
swered that they could not come to an understanding, but that if 
they were to amalgamate with him they should require, as a sine gua 
non condition, that they shouldjenter the fusion with the same pumber 
of shares as M. de Rothschild himself. 

In the mean while, the Receveurs Generaux had been negotiat- 
ing with the Messageries and MM. Hottingnev and Baring. 

This morning, at eleven o'clock, in consequence of new overtures 
from the Union, a general meeting has been convened at MM. Laf- 
fitte, Blount, and Co.'s, between the provisional directors of the fol- 
lowing companies:—The Union, Laffitte’s, Ganneron’s, Calon’s, La 
Pinsonniere’s, Ardoin-Verdeau’s, the Keceveurs Generauz, and the 
M ries. 

M. Laffitte, whose disease has completely deprived him of the use 
of his legs, was brought into the meeting, and took the chair. 

Until half-past two o'clock no positive resolutions had been adopt- 
ed ; however, it is quite evident that the nine companies will at last 
come to an understanding. 

Eleven companies have not been called to the meeting, and several 
are negotiating at this moment, in order to complete their capital by 
a multiple amalgamation. If they sueceed they will afterwards en- 
deavour to be admitted into the great fased company. 

As to the Creil and Saint Quentin railway companies, it seems that 
the Postmasters’ and Ardoin’s company have agreed upon a fu- 
sion. The Northern company would stand alone for the adjudication.

We have had better markets during the week than for some time past; 
stock is not pressed upon the market, and sellers are firm at daily advancing 
rates ; the depression and panic of the last month have only confirmed the 
opinion we have expressed at various times as to the consequences of the 
enormous speculations indulged iu during the months of July, August, and 
September. Now that the crisis has passed, a reaction is inevitable, but we 
apprehend we should be too sanguine if we were to indulge, for the present, 
any expectation of a return of prices, of scrips more particularly, to within 
many degrees of their former level ; at the same time we believe really good 
and bona fide schemes will be no longer confounded with the mere bubbles 
of a day, but will command a proper value in the market. It has rarely 
been the case, under any circumstances, that the dividend paying public 
stocks have remained for any length of time at such a price as to pay pur- 
chasers more than 5 per cent ; nothing, therefore, but the great scarcity of 
money can have induced holders to sell Manchester and Leeds one fifth at 
7 dis pm, Manchester and Birmiagham at 60, Manchester and Leeds at 125, 
Great Northern 40 to 47}, Hull 4 at lddis pm, Trent Valleys at 11 dis pm, 
the last with 10 per cent guaranteed on 202, the first paying 5 per cent at 
12 dis pm, and the others 5 per cent or more at the above rates, Prudence 
and caution on the part of operators will do much to restore confidence, 
and in the absence of further unfavourable intelligence from America, we 
look forward to a better state of things. 

BELFAST, Monday, Dec. 1. 

We question if the violent reaction, now set in, may not run stocks below 
their value ; and capitalists might find favourable opportunities for invest- 
ing. We understand, that there is no probability of a parliamentary con- 
test among the county Down lines; and we beg to remind shareholders in 
the Belfast and County Down Company of the meeting called forthe 5th 
inst.

It is 
understood that Mr Gurney and Mr Masterman, who waited upona cabinet 
minister this week, on the subjcet of the payment of those deposits, were 
referred to the Bank of England ; and that on their submitting a plan to 
the Bank which would mitigate the contemplated difficulties, it was yester- 
day declined. Such isthe rumour, for the accuracy of which we cannot 
vouch. In the meantime some of the companies have determined at once 
to commence the payment of their deposits by instalments of 10,0007 in each 
week. We do not believe that any serious difficulty will arise from this 
transfer,which will be individually felt much less than is contemplated ; and 
we feel assured that within a fortnight after the meeting of Parliament, men 
will wonder at the extreme alarm which has prevailed.’

During the last few days complaints have become much more serious of 
the difficulty of procuring payment of accounts from country dealers, and 
the indisposition, on the part of the London houses, to extend their eredits 
under present circumstances haa acted materially on the colonial markets 
in Mincing lane.

The rates for Am- 
sterdam and Paris were rather lower ; for other places they remained much the 
same. 

WEDNESDAY, Dec. 3.—The English funds were good to-day, but they did not 
materially vary in price. The feature in the market was the heaviness of Exche- 
quer Bills, which were, at the close of the day, quoted 15s to 19s pm. In the 
foreign market the actual bargains were as follows:—Brazilian, 79 ; Danish, 87 ; 
Mexican, 314 and 30}; the deferred, 17; Peruvian, 34; four per cents Portu- 
guese, 57 ; Spanish fives, 28 ; the three per cents., 37§ Dutch two-and-a-half per 
cents., 594 ; and the four per cent. certificates, 92§. It will be perceived that 
prices rule steady, and that Mexican is improving. 

THURSDAY, Dec. 4.—Consols were a little flat, in consequence of the sales of 
speculators who were early in the market. The last money price was 94§ to § 
and the account price 949 to 4; the last prices the official list gave were 943 
and 954 respectively, but operations were concluded after that hour at the lower 
quotations. Exchequer bills were again exceedingly heavy ; their premium at 
the close of the diy was 11s to 13s. The operations in the foreign market were 
influenced by the course of events in the English house. The actu»! bargains 
were—Brazilian 5 per cents 81, Buenos Ayres 38, Chilian 96, Danish 86, 
Mexican actives 309, four per cent Portuguese 58, Spanish five per cents 28, the 
deferred 16 to 4, the three per cents 37 and 38, Dutch two-and-a-half per cents 
59, and the four per cents certificates 93. 

FRIDAY Dec. 5.—The stock market again exhibits rather a weak appearance, 
and the uncertainty relative to the corn laws has repressed the upward tendency 
of prices. Consols have been 94§ 9 for present transfer, and 943 4 for time. 
The premium for Exchequer-bills has again declined, and is variable at 128 to 
16s. The new three and a quarter per cents have been 95} to 4; and the three 
per cents, 934 to §. Bank stock is worth 202 to 2024 The foreign market has 
been dull, and prices have been much the same as yesterday. Mexican stock 
has been 304 to 31, being quiet. Columbian are 16}. Portuguese four per cents 
bring 584. Russian bonds are 111} to 112. Belgian four and a half per cents 
have been 95 to 4, and Dutch two and a half per cents 59} to 4. 

CoMPARATIVE EXCHANGES.—The premium on gold at Paris is 12 per mille, 
which, at the English mint price of 3/ 178 1044 per ounce for standard gold, gives 
an exchange of 25 45; and the exchange at Paris on London at short being 
25 60, it follows that gold is 0°59 per cent dearer in London than in Paris. 
By advices from Hamburgh, the price of gold is 4334 per mark, which, at the 
English mint price of 3/ 178 10}4 per ounce for standard gold, gives an ex- 
change of 13 94; and the exchange at Hamburgh on London at short 
13 10, it follows that gold is 0°34 per cent dearer in London than in Hamburgh.

Written, the lthographor hed. received "no pert ef Tha 
written, r received no part of the 
Great Eastern and Western survey in a complete state. 
Of 24 sheets, only two had figures, and none mileage. 
The first sheets of the Wercester, Warwick, and Rugby 
survey, were not received till the 15th of November. No 
part of the Great Eastern and Western sections were sent 
up until the 27th, and up to the 23rd of November no 
person from Mr Gravatt’s office had attended, to point 
out what portion of the tracings first sent was to be pro- 
ceeded with, and what abandoned, in consequence of the 
arrangements with the Great Western company, so that 
the committee had no choice but to allow the work to pro- 
ceed in this costly and most unbusiness like manner. 

They had previously availed themselves of the offer of 
their solicitor, Mr Elmslie, to transfer his whole estab- 
lishment to Worcester, which Mr Gravatt had made 
his head quarters, in the belief that, by a better distribu- 
tion of the work, what remained to be done might be 
satisfactorily accomplished. On the 16th of Nov. Mr 
Elmslie left London, and the committee regard it as a 
duty to express their conviction that no company ever 
had a more zealous, intelligent, or efficient officer. By 
his exertions, in conjunction with Mr Bowden and Mr 
Foley, not only were the Books of Reference completed 
by Friday night, the 28th of Nov., but the whole of the 
engineering work was done that is referred to in Mr 
Gravatt’s letter requiring peculiar “care and time,” in 
his own office. 

It is due to the professional character of these gentle- 
men to state, that they put on every single figure on a// 
the original plans of the Great Eastern and Worcester 
Line, and every figure upon all the copies for deposit of 
those plans, as well as those of the Worcester, Warwick, 
and Rugby, that were sent down unfigured from the 
lithographers, who could only execute the work as sup- 
plied to them by Mr Gravatt ;—that they put on a// the 
writing required on the plans—corrected every figure, 
where the figures had been placed upon the proofs, and 
every copy of those proofs for deposit -and actually 
marked the miles and furlongs upon those portions of 
the “Worcester, Warwick and Rugby” Line, that had 
not been marked by Mr Gravatt previous to the plans 
going to London, With the sections, it was impossible 
for them to interfere, and, at the eleventh hour, those 
alone were found wanting. 

It is some consolation to the Company to do justice 
to these efforts, as well as to acknowledge their obliga- 
tions to Mr Steele, and other gentiemen in Mr Gravatt’s 
employment, who did everything that in them lay to re- 
pair the misconduct of their principal. The most ad- 
mirable exertions were also made by Mr Straker, and 
Messrs Jones and Causton, under the personal superin- 
tendence of the Chairman, and other members of the 
Committee, to execute the mass of work thrown upon 
them during the last four days by Mr Gravatt. The 
proofs were sent down by special messenger, twice in 
every twenty-four hours, to Worcester, and the last por- 
tion of the plans having been forwarded at eleven a.m. 
on Saturday, the 29th, by special train to Birmingham, 
the Committee felt satisfied that their duty to the pro- 
prietors was done, and that in spite of great and un- 
merited difficulties, nothing could preveut the deposit of 
their plans before midnight on Sunday. 

Of what followed, they speak with pain and caution, 
as the matier must become the subject of legal inquiry. 
They will not suppose, for one moment, that a man in 
Mr Gravatt's position can have been induced by corrupt 
motives to destroy an undertaking of which, after the re- 
signation of Mr Griffin, their assistant engineer, he had 
assumed the sole responsibility; but had this been the 
case, he could not have carried out his design with more 
method and pertinacity. 

In every instance—upon the most frivolous pretences— 
by the most disgraceful confusion and disorder in his 
office, and the dogged delay of everything that depended 
upon his personal superintendence—the delivery of the 
plans to the gentlemen charged'with the different deposits 
was retarded, until their departure from Worcester lite- 
rally became an attempt to accomplish a physical im- 
possibility. 

Thus, Mr Emslie and Mr Bowden, who had charge of 
the deposits for Brecon and Card:ff (the one 76, the other 
88 miles from Worcester), were not enabled to leave Mr 
Gravatt’s door until hal/-past five p.m. on Sunday, and it 
was, of course, from one to four hours after midnight 
before they reached their destinations. The deposits for 
Hereford were not placed in the hands of Mr Gwillim 
untila few minutes before eleven p.m., and did not 
arrive until three a.m. on the Monday. Mr Field (of 
Leamington) was delayed unti!, with the ytmost exer- 
tions, it became impossible for him to reached on 
Avon until thirteen minutes past twelve oWfck, when 
the Clerk of the Peace, although he received the plans, 
refused to give any certificate of their delivery. All 
these geatlemen, of high professiona] standing in theis 
respective districts, are prepared to prove these facts in 
a court of justice, if necessary, and have but one opinion 
as to the cause of their failure. 

The deposits for the Board of Trade were even more 
scandalously mismanaged. When the maps required by 
the standing orders were delivered to Mr Hughes, the 
secretary of the company, he very properly insisted upon 
examining them, and found that although the Worces- 
ter, Warwick, and Rugby line was complete, not one 
yard of the Great Eastern and Western line was laid 
down upon the map appropriated to it. It took so much 
time to remedy this and other omissions, that it was half- 
past eight p.m. on Sunday before Mr Hughes quitted 
Worcester, and half-past one before he reached White- 
hall, even with the help of a specia) train from Biir- 
mingham. 

The acting committee cannot hold ont any hope to 
the shareholders that these repeated failures can be 
passed over in standing orders, and they do not, conse- 
quently, recommend them to incur a fruitless expendi- 
ture by attempting it. On the other hand, they do re- 
commend that Mr Gravatt should be made responsible 
for a failure, which has been caused, to use the mildest 
term, by a most disgraceful accumulation of blunders. 
It is an acknowledged principle that a professional man 
is answerable for the injuries inflicted by gross neglect 
or scandalous incapacity upon his clients, and the com- 
mittee are advised that Mr Gravatt may be made to re- 
fund every shilling which he has so wantonly squan- 
dered. 

They have now only to state the course which it is 
their wish to pursue, under the sanction cf their pro- 
prietors.
